Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen, 
It is my privilege to present my annual report for the year, 


From the point of view of statistics the year was a healthy one. [ven 
when corrections are made for the different age-spread of our population to 
make it comparable with that of the whole country, the death rate is exceedingly 
low. Birth rate is low too and one wonders if this is the sort of statistical 
feature which a highly civilized country will present in the next century. Indeed 
were the long overdue vaccine against measles now available so eliminating this 
disease from the list, our figures would approach those of a Medical Officer of 
Health's Utopia. 


The Council is making progress with its sanitary problems and the year saw 
the commencement of a sewerage scheme for Asenby. Its housing problems are not 
too serious, and there would appear to be little indication for much building in 
the year future. Much property is being modernised wider the grant provisions 
and otherwise, and I would hope that the open fire will in the future be regarded 
as obsolete as the pail closet. The severe winter of 1962-63 caused hardship to 
many people especially the very young and very old, and a more efficient method 
of home~heating combined with proper heat insulation is very desirable. 


My congratulations are offered to Mr. Lewis who has taken up a similar 
position with the Scarborough Rural District, and a welcome to lir. Robinson, his 
successor. I would also record my appreciation of Iir. Eden and his staff who are 
always so helpful, and to the Council for their support at all times.

GENERAL PROVISIONS OF HEALTH SERVICES FOR THE BULMER ARTA 


-_-—-— Tr lr lel Or hr rr Tee 


Many of the health services carried out by the County Council as Local Health 
Authority are administered by the Area Health Sub-Committee which meets at 
Easingwold. The District councils which make up the Bulmer (rea are represented 
on this committee together with co-opted members. Your Medical Officer of Health 
has responsibility for the day to day working of these services. An area office 
is situated at the centre of the area in Easingwold. 


Public Health Offices Details of these offices are listed at the beginning of 
this report. 


Laboratory Facilities The Public Health Laboratory at Northallerton carry out 
bacteriological examination of milk, water and ice-cream, and assist in the 
investigation of infectious disease. Hospital laboratories provide a service which 
is used by general practitioners. The Laboratory of the River Board at Leeds is 
helpful in the examination of sewage effluents. 


Ambulance Stations are situated at Haxby and Thirsk; the Thirsk station is not 
manned after 10 p.m., but men on stand=by duty are available from there at night, 
being called via Northallerton. There ig close co-operation with the York City 
service in emergency and with the West Riding station at Ripon. Radio communication, 
between ambulances and stations makes for economy and efficiency but the mileage run 
grows year by year. Cases transported to out-patient departments provide the bulk 
of the use of the service, 


District Nurses etc. In the more populous parts of the area health visiting is 
carried out by full time visitors, but in the more rural parts, owing to the 
distances involved it is still the County Council policy to combine the duties of 
health visiting, district nursing and midwifery in the one person. There is a 
trend for married nurses to undertake part time work, and where this is possible 
such murses are used to provide proper relief to the full time staff for off duty 
and holidays, thus avoiding the need for one nurse attempting to cover two areas 
at one time. 


Staff in post are as follows:- Full time health visitors = 5 
Nurses carrying out 

generalised duties - 10 

Home nurses = midwives - 7 

Relief & part time staff - 5 


There is a growing tendency for nurses to work in ever closer co-operation 
with the general practitioners. Many doctors are arranging special weekly 
surgeries to see expectant mothers with the nurse-midwife in attendance. She 
assists with the examination, helps the patient to carry out advice, 4s able to see 
to the many arrangements connected with the confinement in the home. In some cases 
this arrangement has extended to an infant welfare session held at the doctor's 
surgery. A health visitor attends weekly sessions of the chest clinics at 
Northallerton and York and one nurse the Almoner's department at York County 
Hospital each week to act as liaison between the hospital and local authority.

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The slight fall in the number of children immunised against diphtheria is 
an after-effect of the change in the type of antigen used together with the 
variation in age at which it is given. In 1961 the effect of this was to cause 
more children to be immunised than were born. The enormous rise in numbers of 
children vaccinated against smallpox was the result of a sudden demand by the 
public following an outbreak in the West Riding. The Minister of Health has given 
@ lead in the controversy about the value of infant vaccination by suggesting that 
this procedure should be deferred until the second year of life when complications 
and untoward effects can be expected to be minimal. 


Most children immunised since 1961 will have the benefit of immunity against 
tetanus and as the proportion of children actively protected against tetanus rises, 
the dilemma which faces doctors when presented with an injured child whether or noi 
to give serum will be resolved. A simple harmless booster! injection will be 
adequate, without the risk of serious after effects. 


Almost no polio vaccine of the injection type was used during the year, the 
oral vaccine has proved safe and easy and quick to administer. One case of clinica! 
poliomyelitis occurred during the year in a child who had had 4 injections of the 
old type vaccine. Investigation failed to prove that the illness was in fact due 
to the polio virus. Ilappily the child made a complete recovery from the transient 
paralysis. 


Welfare Foods National Dried Milk, orange juice, cod liver oil and vitamin tablets 
continue to be sold by many shop-keepers who provide this service on a volwmtary 
basis. By doing so the Authority is enabled to carry out its duties at virtually 
no cost to the ratepayer, and an expression of gratitude to these people for their 
help is timely. These foods are also available at the various welfare centres in 
the area. During the previous year the prices of these items was increased bringing 
them more into line with proprietary brands. There has been a consdéquent rise in 
sales of these proprietary foods and supplements at welfare centres and a general 
fall in sales of the National products. 


Domestic Help Service 


This service continues to grow and for the first time a Family Help was 
provided to give whole-time care to a family in need.

fn average of 45 part time helps are employed equivalent to about 12 full 
time employees. 


Care and After Care Equipment is available for patients nursed at home ranging 
from disposable underpads for incontinent patients to hydraulic lifts. Although 
cases of tuberculosis tend to be soon cured and return to work early, there is a 
number of patients who receive over a long period a pint of milk free on the 
recommendation of the chest physician. 


Children unable to attend school on account of mental subnormality attend a 
day occupation centre in York or, by arrangement with York 'B' l.M.C. are brought 
daily to the school at Claypemy Hospital. Unfortunately there is no sinilar 
provision for day attendance in the northern part of the area. 


Health Education Most of the work done in this field is on a personal basis. 
Doctors, nurses, public health inspectors play a part. Visual aids, posters, 
leaflets, a film projector, movie and still, are available and used. As an 
experiment, an experienced health visitor has joined the teaching staff at a large 
school in the area for one session weekly, and a course of lecture - discussions 

are held with senior girls on various aspects of health and hygiene. The experiment 
has been very successful. 
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Care Committee \Jith the decrease in hardship caused by tuberculosis, and other 
agencies particularly the National Assistance Board helping financially those 

cases of need arising from illness the scope of the Care Committee has gradually 
declined. On the other hand its venture into the provision of a chiropody service 
has worked well during the year. The clinic programme has suffered only slight 
modification. The chiropody service is greatly appreciated by the elderly not only 
from the benefits obtained from skilled attention to the feet, but it is an event 
in the life of some of the elderly people to be taken by car by a voluntary 

helper to the centre to be given a cup of tea whilst there, to meet others and then 
be returned home.

Current Housing Applications 


At the 3lst December, 1962 there were 58 applicants for re~housing by the 
Council and of these 51 reside within the district. 


Improvement Grants - Discretionary 


The Council has contined its policy of encouraging the improvement of sound 
old houses by making an improvement grant in respect of a further dwelling. Since 
fhe inception of the scheme grants have been approved in respect of 80 dwellings 
at a total cost of £16,038, and of these 73 have been improved and grants totalling 
£13,881 have been paid. Applications for grant have been withdrawn or cancelled 
in 3 cases and the improvements for the other four are either in hand or pending, 


Improvement Grants - Standard 


During 1962 applications for standard grants have been approved in respect of 
8 dwellings, bringing the total to 28 approved applications. The work of providing 
standard amenities has been completed in 20 cases and grants totalling £1,680-9-2d 
paid. 


Amenities in Houses 


The following table shows that 643 houses (88.2%) have water closets and 586 
(80.3%) have a bath. 


The total number of houses in the area is now 729, an increase of 8 as compared 
with 1961, this being due to a number of new dwellings and conversions. During 
the same period 15 more houses (including five new dwellings) have been provided 
with water closets and 13 with baths.

SEWAGE DISPOSAL 


At the end of 1961 we were informed by the Ministry that an informal visit 
would be made by an Inspector to inquire into the proposed sewage disposal scheme 
for Asenby. The informal inquiry was held on the 3rd January, 1962 and the scheme 
received the Minister's consent. 


The Asenby scheme will utilise the existing sewer in the village street and 
it is proposed to construct a new link sewer and pumping main to the gravity 
operated works which is to be situated on the bank of the River Swale. 


The Council's Consulting Engineer estimates that this scheme will cost £14,315 
and it is hoped that work will commence early in 1963, 


The works at Rainton have worked satisfactorily during the year and have only 
required some slight adjustments. 


With the Consulting Engineer having completed his scheme for a new works and 
sewers at Dishforth the present sewage disposal situation in the area is as 
follows :- 


Asenby - Scheme approved by Ministry and commencing early in 1963. 
Baldersby - Disposal plant in operation since May 1961. 


Baldersby St. 

James - All properties connected to the sewer have septic tanks and the 
effluent is greatly diluted by land drainage before discharge to 
the River Swale. 


Cundall-with 

-Leckby - ‘Two settling tanks serve different portions of the village, one 
works very satisfactorily but it will soon be necessary to extend 
and renovate the other tanks. 


Dishforth ~ Scheme prepared by the Council's Consulting Engineer. 

Hutton Conyers-Untreated discharge to stream. With the building of dix additional 
dwellings and the improvement of others the flow of sewage has 
considerably increased and consideration will have to be given to 


providing settling tank or small disposal plant. 


Marton-le-Moor - Negotiations are in progress with the Agent for Newby Hall Estate 
regarding the siting of a new settling tank. 
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Melmerby - Modern works constructed in 1955 and situated at Wath. 


Middleton 
Quernhow - Settling tank constructed in 1957. 


Norton Conyers There are only 17 dwellings in the whole parish and these are so 
scattered as to make the provision of sewers and sewage disposal 
plant uneconomic. The bulk of these properties are connected to 
septic tanks. 


Rainton-with- 
Newby - Modern sewage disposal works constructed in 1959. 
Wath ~ Modern sewage disposal works constructed in 1955 and also 


receiving sewage from Melmerby. 


SUPERYISTON AND INSPECTION OF FOOD 
Milk and Dairies 


In 1962 there were 9 registered distributors of milk serving the area and of 
these 3 were residents and 6 were from outside the district. One or two farmer 
producers also sold small quantities of milk direct to customers and employees. Al] 
retailers in this district qualified for one or more of the designations 
"nasteurised" "sterilised" or "tuberculin tested" as required in the order made by 
the Minister on the lst October, 1960 which included the Wath Rural District as 
part of an area in which all milk sold by retail must be "specially designated" mii’: 


Meat 


There are no slaughterhouses in the district and only one butchers shop, 
situated at Dishforth. There has been no cause for complaint as this shop is well 
conducted. 


The area is well supplied with meat by vans operating from neighbouring 
towns and generally speaking the condition of the vans is good. 


Ice Cream 


Two shops in the area are licensed to retail ice-cream. All obtain ice-cream 
pre-packed from large manufacturers and store it in modern refrigerators until sold 
as received. <A number of vans operating from outside the area also retail within 
the district throughout the whole of the year. There are no manufacturing premises. 


Food Shops 


There are 7 food shops, 7, licensed premises and 2 cafes in the area, to which 
the Food Hygiene Regulations apply and conditions are generally good. 


One of the licensed premises has been altered and extended during the year 
and provided with improved toilet accommodation. 


TOPCLIFFE FAIR 


This event was quite well attended by gipsies and travelling dealers but 
attendance was less than in previous years. Contact was made with the "head gipsy" 
several days before the bulk of the visitors arrived and again latrines and refuse 
pits were dug and the omers of the site arranged for cleaning to take place, 
Arrangements were made to limit the stay of all caravans end other vehicles to five 
days and this agreement was honoured. ‘The short stay produced an improvement in 
conditions and no complaints were received. 
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PUBLIC ClEANS ING 


The fortnightly collection of domestic refuse from every house in the area 
continued, while 48 married quarters on a service airfield received a weekly 
collection, The work was carried out in an efficient manner by the contractor 
and no complaints were received. 


The cost of this service amounted to £1109-12-4. This represents a cost of 
£1-10-5d per house or 6/94a per head of the population, and compares very 
favourably with the country as a whole. 


RODENT CONTROL 


Many inspections were carried out during the year and a good number of minor 
infestations found. Several business premises were treated by the Council's 
Operator and the cost recovered from the owners. 


CARAVANS 


At the end of 1962 there were only six caravans permanently stationed in the 
area, all on individual sites which were, in the main, well kept. 


In addition to the residential sites a number of people bring caravans into 
the area for weekends and holiday periods during the summer, these are mostly 
stationed near the River Swale in the parishes of Cundall and Asenby. Their stay 
is usually short and the sites well conducted.
